How the Wives of the Private* Live 
In the Barritcki. 
The orderly man clatters in at the 


door \vith a steaming can of tea, from 
which he rapidly fills the basin?, the 
milk and sugar having been already 
added before the tea left the cookhouse. 
No allowance is made in barracks for 
men of fastidious tastes. If a man pre- 
fers his tea unsweetened, he can go 
elsewhere; the taste of the majority ia 
•.lone consulted. The tea having been 
lerved out, the orderly man now pro- 
ceeds to divide the bread into chunks, 
one for each man, and announces that 
the "extra" that morning is butter. 
This announcement is a welcome one, 
and the butter, being produced in iti 
wrapper of bine canteen paper, is speed- 
ily divided into eqnal portions, one tot 
each member of tbe mess. 


Should any comrade be eo unfortunate 


ai to be languishing in the gnardroom, 
awaiting disposal by the commanding 
officer, the orderly man has now to take 
nis allowance to him, tbo tea being 
poured into a tin canteen and tbe bread 
and butter •wrapped in paper and stowed 
in a haversaok. 


But it may be asked: "Surely we 


tiave been told that soldiers enjoy more 
\ariety than plain bread and butter at 
their breakfasts. Have wo not heard of 
savory kippers, of porridge—yes, even 
of eggs and bacon?" 


Trne, such are the dishes encouraged 


by generals and colonels who like to 
earn a reputation for looking after the 
welfare of their men, but these fancy 
relishes are not ranch encouraged by 
Tommy Atkins, for the simple reason 
that his funds will not allow of his ro- 
ceiving more than au infinitesimal por- 
tion of the kipper or whatever may be 
the favorite breakfast dainty of his 
commanding officer. 
All that the cor- 


poral in charge of the grocery book has 
to spend daily is threepence per man iu 
mesa or under §4 for a company with 
the average strength of 60 men in mess. 


When it is realized that with this 


money tea, aalt, pepper, vegetables for 
dinner, flour, if a "duff" is to ornarneD* 
the dinner table, aud all the groceries 
which the soldier needs to eke out the 
rations of bread and meat already de- 
scribed hav-e to fao provided, it will be 
understood that the question of provid- 
ing tstras lor breakfast and tea is a 
difficult one to solve, and that the cor- 
poral naturally prefers something like 
butter, which all appreciate, to some 
other dainty which may riot appeal to 
tho tastes of his constituency, 


Tho question of permission to many 


is a burning ono in the barrack room. 
Only a limited number of men are al- 
lowed to marry, the strength of the roll 
varying with the establishment of the 
corps. Sergeants are given permission 
to marry as a matter of course, if there 
is a vacancy in the establishment, bnt 
no soldier is allowed to enter the blessed 
state nnloss he has seven years' service, 
£5 in the savings bank and two good 
conduct badges. I have heard it said 
that there is such a thing as borrowing 
tho £5 till the necessary permission has 
been obtained, bnt there is no getting 
over the other two conditions. 


The married quarters seem comforta- 


ble enough. What strikes ns most is the 
enormous number of babies and qnite 
yonng children who swarm round the 
door of every quarter, occasional yells 
leading to the hasty arrival of a flushed 
and heated looking matron to restore 
order in a summary fashion. The allow- 
ance of space Ages not strike one as par- 
ticularly liberal, soldiers with small 
families being given only one room, with 
the minutest possible scullery, the fa- 
thers of larger families rejoicing in an 
extra room. Sergeants, as a ml a, have 
two rooms, bnt otherwise havo no pull 
over their comrades of lower rank. 


The wives of tho private soldiers add 


largely to the scanty pny of their hus- 
bands by doing washing for the men of 
their husbands' company, and twioa 


IUCSSEU is me woman wiiose good man 
belongs to a company having few mar- 
ried , soldier J. In this case ehe will be 
able to get more to do than her less for- 
tnnate sisteis. Some of the women who 
havo a reputation as washerwomen earn 
plenty of money by washing for the of- 
ficers of the regiment. The soldier's 
wifa seems to drift naturally into being 
a washerwoman 


A little conversation with the ladies 


is a liberal education in esprit de corps; 
each woman" thoroughly identifies her- 
self with the regiment to which her hns- 
baud belongs, and even in these days of 
short service it is not difficult to find 
women whose fathers and grandfathers 
have soldiered in bygone days under the 
tattered colors now hanging in tlie sa- 
cred precincts of the officers' moss. 


The ladies of tho regiment, as a rule, 


take great interest in the welfare of 
their humbler sisters, frequently visit- 
ins them in their quarters aud giving 
more than their sympathy at one of 
those crises which occur so frequently 
in the married block and generally lead 
ultimately to the object oUkeir soltfti- 
tudo applying for extra accommodation 
owing to an unauthorized addition to 
the strength of the battalion,—"Social 
Life In the British Army," by a Brit- 
ish Officer, in Harper's Magazine.

THE "TKIBCNE'S" 
BACKSLIDING. 


The JODRNAL some time ago express- 


el the opinion that the Salt Lake 
Tribune's abandonment of silver was 
because the contest 
had narrowed 


down to oue between tbe Democratic 
and Republican parties, and that its 
hatred of Democracy was greater than 
ita love for silver. The Tribune denies 
tbe implication, and in a column art- 
icle, mostly in denunciation of the 
manner in which the Silver Espubli- 
cans in Utah have been treated by the 
Democrats of that State, rather verifies 
than contradicts the correctness of the 
JOURNAL'S opinion. In answer to the 
Tribune's interrogation, " Upon what 
authority does tbe JOURNAL assert aud 
the Herald endorse the statement that 
tbe Tribune's hatred of Democracy is 
greater than its love for silver?" speak- 
ing for this paper, will say that the 
writer's opinion was founded upon the 
reasons given by the Tribune for the 
abandonment of a national principle 
taaiuly for local causes, cuupled with 
many years acquaintance with its edi- 
tor, and the knowledge that be hates 
the Democratic party collectively as 
intensely aa his naturally kindly heart 
is capable of bating anytUmg over, un- 
der or upon the surface of God's green 
earth. 


It may be, as the Tribune asserts1, 


that the Silver Republicans of Utah 
were not accorded the recognition to 
v'hich they were entitled by the Demo- 
crats of that State. But that is a local 
matter which should* not cause any 
sincere and unselfish frieud of bimet- 
alism to change bis altitude upon H 
great national question, which ough' 
to overshadow personality in the mat- 
ter of distribution of local offices. So 
far as Mr. Bryan is concerned, ba can- 
not be beld responsible for the local 
acts of his supporters iu the different 
States, and the Tribune fails to give, or 
even attempt to give, tiny reason why 
be will not be aa wortby of support iu 
1900 as he was in 1896. He was not 
elected in 1896. Hud he been it ia 
quite cerain that he would have made 
no distinction in the political antece 
dents of his supporters. At least there 
is no reason for such presumption; 
then, why permit the cause he repre 
sents to suffer on account of local 
bickering and animosities which are 
the outgrowth of office distribution 
witt which he had nothing whatever 
to do? 


The Tribune's reference to the history 


of Cleveland's administration is more 
than far-fetched. Tbe offoial acts of 
Mr. Cleveland were not only niieu- 
dorsed, but absolutely denounced by 
the Democratic party in convention 
assembled at Chicago in 1896. Not- 
withstanding the efforts of the follow- 
ers of his administration, the single 
standard elemprit was represented by 
a mere handful of delegates, who 
withdrew and left tns convontion in 
full possession of the true Democrats 
of the nation, who hold tbe organiza- 
tion intact to-day mid who will con- 
ticne to hold H until the groat finan- 
cial question is settled satisfactorily to 
the people, and for all time.

The Tribune could 


hardly hnve made a greater mistake 
thtiu citing Mr. Cleveland as authority 
for the Democratic party under its 
present organization, or made a poorer 
excuse for itg abandonment of a cause, 
which was so streueoualy opposed by 
that objectionable person. The Demo- 
cratic party shelved Cleveland and the 
Tribune is now acting in unison with 
the national party that holds the same 
views upon the paramount issue as the 
man -who was set aside in 1896, to 
make way for the one who was so 
heartily and ably supported by our 
Salt Lake contemporary three years 
ago. 


The Tribune denies that the silver 


Contest has narrowed down between 
the Democratic and Republican parties, 
or rather it asks the JOURNAL by what 
authority the statement is made.

DICK BLAND IS DEAD. 


Another name has been addec! to tbe 


roll of our nation's Illustrious dead. 
At an early hour yesterday morning 
the spirit of "Silver Dick" Bland for 
sook its earthly tenement and took its 
Sight to the realm of immortality, its 
eternal home beyond the skies. Death's 
visit was not unexpected, for the vic- 
tim had for many weeks been patiently 
aud even hopefully awaiting the com- 
ing of the grim messenger to summon 
him from the scene of liis earthly suf- 
ferings to tbe world where pain and 
sorrow are unknown. 


Richard Tdrks Bland wi=s bora Aug 


ust 19,1835, at Hartford, in the Stale 
of Kentucky. He studied l«w iu his 
native town, from whence he emi 
grated, in fha early eixti«=-, to the (hen 
Territory of Nevada. Ho practiced bis 
profession for a few years at Virginia 
City,and there are many old-time Com- 
stockers who retain mos' pleasant 
recollections of the quiet mid unas- 
suming man whose name tins since be- 
come famous in connection with the 
great financial 
i>io!>lem of the age. 


From Nevada ha went to Missouri set 
tling at the town of Lebanon, which 
was his home until tbe time of hie 
death. In 1872, be w.ia elected to Con 
gress from his district and was re 
elected continuously until 1896. In 
tbe forty-fourth Congress, he intro- 
duced tbe bill which was known by his 
name, restoring silver to its original 
position, with free and unlimited coin 
age at the mints. It passed the House 
in that condition but was amended in 
the Senate, limiting the coinage to a 
$2,000,000 minimum 
aud 
$4,000,000 


monthly mHximum i-Ate. The act re- 
mained iu force until the passage of tbe 
Sherman law, by which it was repealed. 


The bitnetrtlic ctiu.->a loses a powerful 


advocate and friend ia the death of 
Dick Bland. It was tbe aim, object 
and hope of his life to see tbe white 
metal restored to its proper place in 
the currency volume of the nation. 
He did not live to enjoy the realiza- 
tion of his heart's foudest wish, but 
the work bo inaugurated will be con- 
tinued by others, and Lis name will 
ever be cherished by his co-workers in 
the great cause to which ho gave so 
many of the best years of hi« active and 
useful life.
